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SCHOOL OF LETTERS. 


Tue Academic Department of the University of Maryland, 
was re-organized under the Faculty of Acts and Sciences, 
in October, 1854, and styled the ‘School of Letters of the 
University of Maryland.’’ Its object is, to provide a place 
and facilities where youths may obtain an exact and thorough 
literary education. The course of study is as full and com- 
Prehensive as that of any respectable Institution in the 
Country. It embraces, in addition to the ordinary English 
Studies for less advanced students the Ancient and Modern 
Languages, History, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry, together with the other branches usually deemed 
requisite for a finished education. Especial attention is 

wed upon the Latin and Greek Classics and Mathe- 
matics, as the foundation of all sound learning. 


DIVISION OF THE SCHOOL. 


The School of Letters consists of two divisions, the Pre- 
Paratory and the College Department, corresponding to the 
Grammar School and College of most Institutions for 
Superior instruction. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Into this Department, are received all students whose 
&ge or advancement requires elementary instruction in the 
Languages and Mathematics. It also admits those who are 
designed for commércial or other business pursuits,—those 
Whose attention is particularly occupied with classical studies, 
and who are not sufficiently advanced for, or who do not 
Intend to enter, the College Classes, and also those students 
Who are preparing for finishing their education, according to 
the full and regular course of the Institution. 

Ih this Department there are several classes, arranged 
With regard to the age and progress of the students, or their 
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future studies. Special instruction is from time to time given 
in such branches, as the President may deem important for 
those who do not contemplate entering the College Classes. 
All such students, however, are required to study Mathe- 
matics, and at least one Ancient and one Modern Language. 
In the case of other students, the branches attended to will 
be regulated, as the President may deem most judicious for 
sound intellectual culture. All the students are required to 
attend the lessons of the Drawing and Writing masters, 
unless excused by the President, on the written request of 
the parent or guardian. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


Into this division of the School of Letters are received all 
students, whose progress in Greek, Latin, Mathematics, &c. 
is such as to justify their advancement, and who are assumed 
to be candidates for the degree of A.B. There are but three 
classes, viz: the Junior, Middle and Senior, corresponding 
respectively to the classes usually styled Sophomore, Junior 
and Senior. There is no Freshman Class: The studies 
usually assigned to that class will be pursued in the Pre- 
paratory Department, where experience has shown they may 
be attended to with greater advantage. Every student is 
required to pursue all the prescribed studies of the class, of 
which he is a member. Students, under certain circum- 
stances, may be admitted to a partial College course, but 
they will not be entitled to receive the degree of A. B. at 
the completion of the course. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR ADMISSION. 


All students applying for admission into the School of 
Letters, and who have come from any other Institution of 
learning regularly incorporated, must present a testimonial of 
honorable dismission from the President, or Head of such 
Institution. If circumstances render it impracticable to 
procure this testimonial, then satisfactory evidence must be 
furnished to the President, that the applicant left such School 
or College in good standing.

The Spanish and Italian Languages will be taught as soon 
as the wants and condition of the School may make it ex- 
pedient to introduce them. Particular and unvarying atten- 
tion is bestowed upon the prosody of the Latin and Greek 
Languages. The pronunciation of the vowels is that which 
prevails over Europe, and which is now adopted by many of 
the first Institutions of Learning in the United States. Con- 
stant reference is had to the grammar of the respective lan- 
guages which are studied, and a recitation is had daily in 
the Latin and Greek Grammfre during a Student’s entire 
connection with the Institution. 

Students who are designed for business, as stated above, 
will receive especial instruction, not set forth in the regular 
course, with reference to their future eccupations.

Liddell and Scott, oul the Latin Lexicons 
of Leverett tnd Antrewe, are the ones preferred. In Latin 
Prose Composition, Krebs’ Latin Guide and Arnold, In 
Grevk Prose Corapesition, Anthon and Arnold. 

At proper intervals in the College course, will be intro- 
duced instructions of lectures upon Belles-Letters, Mine- 
ralogy and Geology, Natural History, and such other topics 
as muy be deemed most jucicious. 

The Tialian aud Spanish Languages will also be taught, 


when their introduction miiy be considered expedient, though 
a knowledge o! them will not be requisite for graduation, 


LECTURES AND RECITATIONS. 


Lectures will be delivered from time to time, by the Pro- 
feasors of Ancient Languages, Che uistry, Physics, &c. in 
thei: respective branches, xitendance upon which is obliga- 
tory upon every student who is directed to be present. 

Every recitation in every class of the School is valued by 
the Professor or Master, mui recorded in a book. The max- 
imum or a perlviet recitation is 10, and all recitations, exer- 
cises, &c. are estimated with re!vrence to that number. A 
report of every student’s standing in his various classes is 
handed to the President, at the end of every month. These 
reports are recorded in a book; and every student s place and 
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standing in his class, and in competition for the school- 
Prizes, are determined from them. Parents and guardians, 
who wish it, can, on application, receive a copy of their son’s 
or ward’s standing in his classes and deportment, and also 
examine the record of his demerits and impositions. 

Every student in the Preparatory Department is required 
to prepare at home, (or at school, out of school hours, when 
80 permitted,) such lessons%s may be prescribed. No excuse 
for want of preparation will be admitted, except for indispo- 
sition or like imperative necessity, on the parent’s or guar- 
dian’s written request, and then only for such lessons, as in 
the President’s judgment, could not, for want of time, be 
Prepared in school hours. 


PENALTIES AND IMPOSITIONS. 
PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the ordinary penalties imposed upon 
delinquent students, are the writing off of words or lines 
from some prescribed book,—the committing to memory of 
® certain number of lines from some author,—detention 
after school hours,—writing off and repeating the lesson 
Thissed,—returning to the University on Saturday morning,— 
public reprimands,—suspension from class, &c. These pen- 
alties are imposed for tardiness, without proper excuse, (as 
explained hereafter,) want of preparation for class lessons, 
&c. failure to have exercises or compositions in time, violation 
of the rules of good order, decorum, &c. &c. For every 
Violation of school Jaws, demerit marks are given according 
to a certain rule, well established by usage. These demerit 
marks, as stated elsewhere, affect a student in his competition 
for prizes. 

COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

In this Department, the penalties for violation of the rules 
of the College, good order, &c. are demerit marks, admo- 
nition, reprimand, and suspension, according to the nature 
of the offence. 
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In both Departments of the school, students will be liable 
to dismission or expulsion, for serious violations of good order 
or decorum, as well as for perseverance (after admonition,) 
in insubordinate conduct, or in negligence in preparing for, 
and attending to, their proper class exercises. 


HONORS AND PRIZES. 


In the Preparatory Department, & Gold Medal, called the 
‘President’s Medal,’’ is conferred upon the student, whose 
standing in all his classes ;—having respect also to his 
punctual attendance, his deportment and compliance with 
the regulations of the Institution, is above all the rest of his 
fellow-students. 

A Silver Medal is given in each Department of study, &ec. 
to the student who is above all the rest of the students in that 
Department, e. g- for Deportment, Latin, Greek, French, 
&e. &e. 

A smaller Silver or Bronze Medal is also given in every 
class in the Preparatory Department, to the student who 
stands highest in that class. 

A Bronze Medal, or Honorary Certificate is also conferred 
upon every student who has maintained a respectable stand- 
ing in any class of which he is a member. 

Competition for the above prizes and honors, is affected by 
a student’s punctuality, deportment, &c. so that, other 
things being equal, the prize will be given to the student 
whose demerits are fewest. 

In the College Department, a Gold Medal will be given in 
each class to the student, whose standing is highest, unless 
peculiar circumstances may render it inexpedient. 


EXAMINATIONS AND DEGREES. 


An examination of the students of the Preparatory De- 
partment will be held, in the discretion of the President and 
Faculty, at the close of the term. ‘The examination of the 
College classes will take place at the same time in the 
presence of the Provost and Regents of the University, the 
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parents of the students, and such other persons as may be 
invited by the President and Faculty. 

Certificates for proficiency in any particular branch or 
study, may be conferred in the discretion of the Faculty, 
upon such students as have taken only a partial course, and 
whose examination has been found satisfactory. 

The degree of A. B. will be conferred upon those students, 
of not less than one whole year’s standing, who have passed, 
through the full regular course, and whose examination in 
the following branches has been found satisfactory, viz: the 
Greek, Latin, French, and German Languages, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Moral and Intellectual Philosophy. 
Every student must, at the time of receiving his degree, 
publicly deliver an original address, essay or poem, accord- 
ing to usage, unless excused by the President and Faculty 
for satisfactory reasons. 

The degree of A. M. will be conferred upon bachelors of 
three years standing, who have been engaged in literary or 
Scientific pursuits, or who are members of one of the learned 
Professions, on the condition of their presenting to the 
Faculty before, or at the time of receiving the degree, an 
original essay upon some subject chosen by themselves. 


CERTAIN REGULATIONS. 


The exercises of the school, from the 15th of October to the 
15th of March, commence at 9 A. M. precisely: for the re- 
mainder of the Term, they commence at 84 a.m. School 
Closes daily, (except Saturday,) at 2} p.m. There is a recess 
of half an hour at 11} 4. M. The school is not in session on 
Saturday, except for those students who have been specially 
delinquent in their studies or deportment. 

Students are required to be present at the hour of opening. 
Parents and guardians are earnestly requested to insist upon 
their sons’ punctual attendance, and not to furnish them 
With notes for tardiness. ‘When, from unavoidable causes, a 
Student is necessarily detained, the note of excuse must State 
Precisely the duration of the detention, otherwise, the note 
Will be liable to be disregarded. 
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Notes of excuse from parents for their sons’ failure to pre- 
pare their recitations at home, will only be received for those 
lessons which the student could not find time to prepare in 
school. 

Every student who absents himself from school, must, on 
his return, produce a written note signed by his parent or 
guardian, stating the cause and duration of his absence. 

Those who do not bring such a note, will be considered as 
having absented themselves without the permission of their 
parents or guardians, and be noticed accordingly. 

All excuses for absence, tardiness, &c. must be signed by 
the Student’s parent or guardian: notes not thus signed, will 
be disregarded. 

Tardiness and absence from school exercises, as well on 
Saturday (when the student is required to return,) as on 
other days, not only affect a student’s position in his classes, 
but also, very seriously, his standing in competing for the 
honors of the school. 


In the College Department, every student is required to be 
present punctually at the hour of lecture or recitation. 
Students not present in time, are liable not to be admitted 
until the lecture or recitation is over. No student shall be 
absent from recitation or lecture, except at the instance of 
his parent or guardian, with the President’s permission. 
Students in this Department are assumed to be beyond the 
necessity of penalties and impositions suitable for younger 
boys, and for this reason, in every respect, so far as their 
own conduct and diligence will justify, the) will be treated 
as young gentlemen of elevated principles, and a proper 
sense of their high obligations and responsibility as College 
students. 


SESSION AND VACATION. 


There is but one term both for the College and Preparatory 
Department. It commences on the second Monday of Sep- 
tember, and ends on the third Thursday of June. The re- 
mainder of the year will be vacation.

It is to be understood, that all the authors named in the 
course, are not necessarily read in the class room. Some 
may be required to be read privately for examination, at the 
close of the Term. Changeg will be made from time to time, 
as may be deemed most judicious for the Students thorough 
acquaintance with Greek and Latin Literature. 

The Grammars used in the Oollege Department are 
Zumpt’s Larger Latin and Kuhner’s Larger Greek Gram- 
mar. The Greek Lexicon of Liddell and Scott, and the 
Latin Lexicons of Leverett and Andrews, are the ones pre- 
ferred. In Latin Prose Compositin, Krebs’ Latin Guide and 
Arnold. In Greek Prose Composition, Anthon and Arnold. 

At proper intervals in the College course, will be intro- 
duced instructions or lectures upon Belles-Lettres, Mine- 
ralogy and Geology, Natural History, and such other topics 
as may be deemed most judicious. 

The Italian and Spanish Languages will also be taught, 
when their introduction may be considered expedient, though 
a knowledge of them will not be requisite for graduation. 


LECTURES AND RECITATIONS. 


Lectures will be delivered from time to time, by the Pro- 
fessors of Ancient Languages, Chemistry, Physics, &c. in 
their respective branches, attendance upon which is obliga- 
tory upon every student who is directed to be present. 

Every recitation in every class of the School is valued by 
the Professor or Master, and recorded in a book. The maxi- 
mum for a perfect recitation is 10, and all recitations, exer- 
cises, &c. are estimated with reference to that number. A 
report, of every student’s standing in his various classes is 
handed to the President, at the end of every month. These 
reports are recorded in a book: and every atudent’s place and 
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standing in his class, and in competition for the school- 
prises, are determined from them. Parents and guardians, 
who wish it, can, on application, receive a copy of their son’s 
or ward’s standing in his classes and deportment, and also 
examine the record of his demerits and impositions. 

Every student in the Preparatory Department is required 
to prepare at home, (or at school, out of school hours, when 
80 permitted,) such lessons as may be prescribed. No excuse 
for want of preparation will be admitted, except for indispo- 
sition or like imfperative necessity, on the parent’s or guar- 
dian’s written request, and then only for such lessons, as in 
the President’s judgment, could not, for want of time, be 
prepared in school hours. 


PENALTIES AND IMPOSITIONS. 
PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the ordinary penalties imposed upon 
delinquent students, are the writing off of words or lines 
from some prescribed book,—the committing to memory of 
® certain number of lines from some author,—detention 
after school hours,—writing off and repeating the lesson 
missed,—returning to the University on Saturday morning,— 
public reprimands,—suspension from class, &c. These pen- 
alties are imposed for tardiness, Without proper excuse, (as 
explained hereafter,) want of preparation for class lessons, 
&c. failure to have exercises or coMpositions in time, violation 
of the rules of good order, decorum, &c. &e. For every 
violation of school laws, demerit marks are given according 
to a certain rule, well established by usage. These demerit 
marks, as stated elsewhere, affect a student in his com- 
Petition for prizes. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the penalties for violation of the rules 
of the College, good order, &c. are demerit marks, admo- 
hition, reprimand, and suspension, according to the nature 
of the offence. 
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In both Departments of the achool, students will be liable 
to dismission or expulsion, for serious violations of good order 
or decorum, as well as for perseverance (after admonition,) 
in insubordinate conduct, or in negligence in preparing for, 
and attending to, their proper class exercises. 


HONORS AND PRIZES. 


In the Preparatory Depgriment, & Gold Medal, called the 
‘President's Medal,”’ is conferred upon the student, whose 
standing in all his classes ;—haying respect also to his 
punctual attendance, bis deportment and compliance with 
the regulations of the Institution, is above all the rest of his 
fellow-students. 

A Silver Medal is given in each Department of study, &c. 
to the student who is above all the rest of the students in that 
Department, ©. g- for Deportment, Latin, Greek, French, 
&c. &e. 

An appropriate prize, or certificate, is also given in every 
class in the Preparatory Department, to the student who 
stands highest in that class. 

A suitable testimonial is also conferred upon every student 
who has maintained a reapectable standing in any class of 
which he is a member. 

Competition for the above prizes and honors, is affected by 
a atudent’s punctuality, deportment, &c. so that, other 
things being equal, the prize will be given to the student 
whose demerits are fewest. 

In the College Department, & Gold Medal will be given in 
each clase to the student, whose standing is highest, unless 
peculiar circumstances May render it inexpedient. 


EXAMINATIONS AND DEGREES. 


An examination of the students of the Preparatory De- 
partment will be held, in the discretion of the President and 
Faculty, at the close of the term. The examination of the 
College classes will take place at the same time in the 
presence of the Provost and Regents of the University, the 
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parents of the students, and such other persons as may be 
invited by the President and Faculty. 

Certificates for proficiency in any particular branch or 
study, may be conferred in the discretion of the Faculty, 
upon such students as have taken only a partial course, and 
whose examination has been found satisfactory. 

The degree of A. B. will be conferred upon those students, 
of not less than one whole year's standing, who have passed 
through the full regular course, and whose examination in 
the following branches has been found satisfactory, viz: the 
Greek, Latin, French, and German Languages, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Moral and Intellectual Philosophy. 
Every student must, at the time of receiving his degree, 
publicly deliver an original address, essay or poem, accord- 
ing to usage, unless excused by the President and Faculty 
for satisfactory reasons. 

The degree of A. M. will be conferred upon bachelors of 
three years standing, who have been engaged in literary or 
scientific pursuits, or who are members of one of the learned 
Professions, on the condition of their presenting to the 
Faculty before, or at the time of receiving the degree, an 
original essay upon some subject chosen by themselves. 


CERTAIN REGULATIONS, 


The exercises of the school, from the 15th of October to the 
15th of March, commence at 9 A.M. precisely: for the re- 
mainder of the Term, they commence at 84 4. M. School 
closes daily, (except Saturday,) at 24.Pp.m. There is & recess 
of half an hour at 114 a. M. The school is not in session on 
Saturday, except for those students who have been specially 
delinquent in their studies or deportment. 

Students are required to be present at the hour of opening. 
Parents and guardians are earnestly requested to insist upon 
their gon’s punctual attendance, and not to furnish them 
With notes for tardiness. When, from unavoidable causes, a 
student is necessarily detained, the note of excuse must state 
Precisely the duration of the detention, otherwise, the note 
Will be liable to be disregarded. 
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Notes of excuse from parents for their son’s failure to pre- 
pare their recitations at home, will only be received for those 
lessons which the student could not find time to prepare in 
school, 

Every student who absents himself from school, must, on 
his return, produce a written note signed by his parent or 
guardian, stating the cause and duration of his absence. 

Those who do not bring such a note, will be considered as 
having absented themselves without the permission of their 
parents or guardians, and be noticed accordingly. 

All excuses for absence, tardiness, &c. must be signed by 
the Student’s parent or guardian: notes not thus signed, will 
be disregarded. 

Tardiness and absence from school exercises, as well on 
Saturday (when the student is required to return,) as on 
other days, not only affect a student’s position in his classes, 
but also, very seriously, his standing in competing for the 
honors of the school. 


In the College Department, every student is required to be 
present punotually at the hour of lecture or recitation. 
Students not present in time, are liable not to be admitted 
until the lecture or recitation is over. No student shall be 
absent from recitation or lecture, except at the instance of 
his parent or guardian, with the President’s permission. 
Students in this Department are assumed to be beyond the 
necessities of penalties and impositions suitable for younger 
boys, and for this reason, in every respect, so far as their 
own conduct and diligence will justify, they will be treated 
as young gentlemen of elevated principles, and a proper 
sense of their high obligations and responsibility as College 
students. 


SESSION AND VACATION. 


There is but one term both for the College and Preparatory 
Department. It commences on the second Monday of Sep- 
tember, and ends on the Tuesday before the fourth Wednes- 
day of June. The remainder of the year will be vacation. 
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There will be the customary recess at Christmas, from the 
24th December, to the 2d January; and from Friday before, 
to the Tuesday after Easter. Except days of thankegiving 
or Fasting appointed by public authority, there are no other 
holidays. 


TERMS. 


They are payable strictly in advance. 

Matriculation Kee, (paid once,) — $5 00 
Annual Fee in the Preparatory Department, . $100 00 
Annual Fee in the College Department, . . $125 00 

There are no extra charges of any kind. 

No student is received for less than the whole Term, or the 
part of it that may be unexpired, at the time of its matricu- 
lation. No deductions are made for absence, or for leaving 
before the close of the Term. 

It is desirable that new students should join at the com- 
mencement of the year. Those who join later pay from the 
time they enter pro rata.

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SCHOOL OF LETTERS. 


Tux Academic Department of the University of Maryland, 
was re-organiged under the Faculty of Arts and Sciences, 
in October, 1854, and styled the ‘School of Letters of the 
University of Maryland.’ Its object is, to provide a place 
and facilities where youths may obtain an exact and thorough 
literary education, The course of study is as full and com- 
prehensive as that of any respectable Institution in the 
country. It embraces, in addition to the ordinary English 
studies for less advanced students, the Ancient and Modern 
Languages, History, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry, together with the other branches usually deemed 
réquisite for a finished education. Especial attention is 
bestowed upon the Latin and Greek Classics and Mathe- 
matics, as the foundation of all sound learning 


DIVISION OF THE SCHOOL. 


The School of Letters consists of two divisions, the Pre- 
paratory and the College Department, corresponding to the 
Grammar School and College of most Institutions for 
superior instruction. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Into this Department, are received all students whose 
age or advancement requires elementary instruction in the 
Languages and Mathematics. It also admits those who are 
designed for commercial or other business pursuits,—those 
whose attention is particularly occupied with classical studies, 
and who are not sufficiently advanced for, or who do not 
intend to enter, the College Classes, and also those students 
who are preparing for finishing their education, according to 
the full and regular course of the Institution. 

In this Department there are several classes, arranged 
With regard to the age and progress of the students, or their 
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future studies. Special instruction is from time to time given 
in such branches, as the President may deem important for 
those who do not contemplate entering the College Classes. 
All such stwdents, however, are required to study Mathe- 
matics, and at least one Ancient and one Modern Languaze. 
In the case of other students, the branches attended to will 
be regulated, as the President may deem most judicious for 
sound intellectual culture. All the students are required to ' 
attend the lesson8 of the Drawing and Writing masters, 
unless excused by the President, on the written request of 

the parent or guardian. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


Into this division of the School of Letters are received all 
students, whose progress in direck, Latin, Mathematics, &c. 
is such as to justify their advancement, and who are assumed 
to be candidates for the degree of A. B. There are but three 
classes, viz: the Junior, Middle and Senior, corresponding 
respectively to the classes usually styled Sophomore, Junior 
and Senior. There is no Freshman Clavy: The studies 
usually assigned to that «lx will be pursued in the Pre- 
paratory Department, where experience has shown they may 
be attended to with wreater advantage. Every student is 
required to pursue all the prescribed studivw of the class, of 
which he is a member. Students, under certain circum- 
stances, May be admitted to a partial College course, but 
they will not be entitled to receive the degree of A. B. at 
the completion of the course. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR ADMISSION. 


All students applying for admission into the School of 
Letters, and who have come from any other Institution of 
learning regularly incorporated, must present a testimonial of 
honorable dismission from the President, or Head of such 
Institution. If circumstances render it impracticable to 
procure this testimonial, thon satisfactory evidence must be 
furnished to the President, that the applicant left such School 
or College in good standing. 


PRIN ARATORY DEPALTMENT. 

Boys art received as students in this Department, without 
respect to age, who can read and write, and have made sume 
progress in the ordinary English branches, such as Geogra- 
phy, Elementary History, Arithmetit, We. These are the 
lowest qualifications. Any ove can be received who is suffi 
ciently advanced to commeuve, or continue # clagsien] course 


Into this Department will be a:dlusitted all students, who 


have passed through the course preseribed for the Prepara- 
tory Department, or who can stand a satisfactory examination 
in pach studics and authors a8 may be required for admission 
into the College Classes. The applicant will be admitted 


into any class,—Junior, Middle or Senior, for which his 
examination may show him to be qualified, provided, how- 
ever, that for admission into the Senior Clues, he must, in 
addition to the satisfactory examination, keep the whole 
Senior Term of one year. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The course in this division of the School of Letter*, is not 
confined to any fixed number of year. The students are 
advanced ag rapidly ay is consistent with their sound improve- 
Ment, Every student attends at least four recitations or 
Classes daily, from forty-five minutes to one hour each.

The Spanish and Italian Languages will be taught as soon 
as the wants and condition of the School may make it expe- 
dient to introduce them. Particular and unvarying attention 
is bestowed upon the prosody of the Latin and Greek Lan- 
guages. The pronunciation of the vowels is that which pre- 
vails over Europe, sd which is now adopted by many of the 
first Institutions of Learning in the United States. Constant 
reference i# made to the grammar of the respect ive languages 
which are studied, and a recitation is had daily in the Latin 
and Greek Grammars during a Student's entire connection 
with the Institution. 

Students who are designed for business, as stated above, 
will receive especial instruction, not set forth in the regular 
course, with reference to their future occupations.

It is to be understood, that all the aythors named in the 
course, are not necessarily read in the class room. Some 
may be required to be read privately for ' yamination, wt the 
close of the ‘erm. Changes will be made from time to time, 
as may be deemed most judicious for the Students’ thorough 
acquaintance with Greek ond Latin Literatury. 

The Grammars used in the Cullege Department are 
Zumpt’s Larger Latin and Kubner * Lareer Greek Gram- 
mar. The Greek Lexicon of Liddell and Scott, and the 
Latin Lexicons of Leverett and Andrews, are the ones pre- 
ferred. In Latin Prose Qumposition, Krebs Latin Guide and 
Arnold. In Greck Prose Composition, Anthon and Arnold. 

At proper intervals in the College course, may be intro- 
duced instructions ox lectures upon Belles-Lettres, Mine- 
ralogy and Geology, Natural Histry and such other topics 
as may be deemed most judicious. 

The Italian and Spanish Languages will alxo be tanght, 
when their introduction may be considered ox pedient, though 
a knowJulwe of them will not be requisite for gruluation 


LECTURES AND RECITATIONS 


Lectures will be delivered from time to time, yy the Pre 
fessors of Ancient Languages, Chemiviry, Phyviox, &. in 
their respective braf\ches, attendance upon which is obliga- 
tory upon every Student who is directed to be present. 

Every récitation in every class of the School is valued by 
the Professor or Master, and recorded in a book. The maxi: 
mum for a perfect recitation is 10, and all recitations, exer- 
cises, &c. are estimated with reference to that number. A 
report of every Student’s standing in his various classes is 
handed to the President, at the end of every month. These 
reports are recorded in a book. and »very Student’s place and 
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standing in his class, and in competition for the school- 
prizes, are determined from them. Parents and guardians, 
who wish it, can, on application, receive a cppy of their son’s 
or ward's standing in his classes and deportment, and also 
examine the record of his demerits and impositions. 

Every student in the Preparatory Department is required 
to prepare at home, (or at school, out of school hours, when 
80 permitted,) such lessons us may be prescribed. No excuse 
for want of preparation Wij] be admitted, except fur indispo- 
sition or like imperative necessity, on the parent's or “uar- 
dian’s written request, and then only for such lessons, as in 
the President’s judgment, could not, for want of time, be 
Prepared in school hours. 


* PENALTIES AND IMPOSITIONS. 
PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the ordinary penalties imposed upon 
delinquent students, are the writing off of words or lines 
from some prescribed book, —th¢ committing to memory of 
® certain number of lines from some author,—detention 
after school hours.—Writing off and repeating the lesson 
missed,—returning to the University on Saturday morning, — 
Public reprimands,—suspension from cless, &e. These pen- 
alties are imposed for tardiness, without proper excyse, (as 
explained hereafter,) want of preparation for class lesson®, 
&c. failure to have exercises or compositions in time, violation 
of the rules of good order, decorum, &c. &¢. For every 
Violation of school laws, demerit marks are given according 
to a certain rul@, well established by usage. These demerit 
Marks, as stated elsewhere, affect a student in his com- 


Petition for prizes. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

In this Department, the penalties for violation of the rules 

of the College, good order, &c. are demerit marks, admo- 

Nition, written exercises, reprimand, and suspension, accord- 
Ng to the nature of the offence. 
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In both Departments of the School, students will be liable 
to dismission or expulsion, for serious violations of good order 
or-decorum, as well as for perseverance (after admonitio#,) 
in insubordinate conduct, or in negligence in preparing for, 
and attending to, their proper class exercises, 


HONORS AND PRIZES. 


In the Preparatory Department, a Gold Medal, called the 
‘«President’s Medal,’ is conferred upon the student, whose 
standing in all his classes; —baving respect also to his 
punctual attendahce, his deportment and compliance with 
the regulations of the Institution, is above all the rest of his 
fellow-students. 

A Silver Medal is given in each Department of study, &c. 
to the student who is above all the rest of the students in that 
Department, e. g. for Deportment, Latin, Greek, French, 
&e. &e. 

An appropriate prize, or certificate, is also given in every 
class in the Preparatory Department, to the student who 
stands highest in that class. 

A suitable testimonial is also conferred upon every student 
who has maintained a respectable standing in any class of 
which he is a member. 

Competition for the above prizes and honors, is effected by 
a student's punctuality, deportment, &c. so that, other 
things being equal, the prize will be given to the student 
whose demerits are fewest. 

In the College Department, unless peculiar circumstances 
may rénder it inexpedient, a Gold Medal will be given in 
each class to the student, whose standinggis highest, und 


who, in each of his studies, has attained the required #fan- 
dard of merit. 


EXAMINATION AND DEGREES. 


An examination of the students of the Preparatory De- 
partment will be held, in the discretion of the President and 
Faculty, at the close of the term. The examination of the 
College classes will take place at the same time in the 
presence of the Provost and Regents of the University, the 
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parents of the students, and such other persons as may be 
invited by the President anf Faculty. 

Certificates for proficieficy in any perticular branch or 
study, may be conferred in the discretion of the Faculty, 
upon such students as have taken only a partial course, and 
whose examination has been found satisfactory. 

The degree of A. 1B. will be conferred upon those students, 
of not less than one whole year's standing, who have passed 
through the full regular course, and whose examination in 
the following branches has been found satisfactory, viz: the 
Greek, Latin, French and (terman Languages, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Moral and Intellectual Philosophy. 
Every student must, at the time of receiving his degree, 
publicly deliver an original address, essay or poem, accord- 
ing to usage, unless excused by the President and Faculty 
for satisfactory reasons. 

The degree of A. M. will be conferred upon bachelors of 
three years standing, who have been @ngaged in literary or 
Scientific pursuits, or who are members of one of the learned 
professions, on the condition of their presenting to the 
Faculty before, or at the time of receiving the dégree, an 
original essay upon some subject chosen by themselves. 


CERTAIN REGULATIONS. 


The exercises of the school, from the 15th of October to the 
15th of March, commence at 9 A. M. precisely: for the re- 
Mainder of the Term, they commence at 8} a. M. School 
Closes daily, (expept Saturday,) at 24 p.m. There is a recess 
of half an hour at 114 4.M. The school is not in session on 
Saturday, except for those students who have been specially 
delinquent in their studies or deportment. 

Students are required to be present at the hour of opening. 
Parents and guardians are earnestly requested to insist upon 
their sons’ punctual attendance, and not to furnish them 
With notes for tardiness. When, from unavoidable causes, a 
Student is necessarily detained, the note of excuse must state 
Precisely the duration of the detention, otherwise, the note 


Will be liable to be disregarded. 
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Notes of excuse from parents for their son’s failure to pre- 
pare their recitations at home, will only be received for those 
lessons which the @tudent could not find time to prepare in 
school. 

Every student who absents himself from school, must, on 
his return, produce a written note signed by his parent or 
guardian, stating the cause and duration of his absence. 
Those who do not bring such a note, will be considered 88 
having absented themselves without the permission of their 
parents or guardians, and be noticed accordingly. 

All excuses for absence, tardiness, &c. must be signed by 
the Siudent’s parent or guardian; notes not thus signed, will 
be disregarded. 

Tardiness and absence from school exercises, as well on 
Saturday (when the student is required to return,) as on 
other days, not only affect a student's position in his classes, 
but also, very seriously, his standing in competing for the 
honors of the school. 

In the College Department, every student is required to be 
present punctually at the hour of lecture or recitation. 
Students not present in time, are liable to be fined and not 
admitted until the lecture or recifation is over. No student 
shall’ be absent from re¢itation or lecture, except at the 
instance of his parent or guardian, with the President's per- 
mission. Students in this Department are assumed to be 
beyond the necessities of penalties and impositions suitable 
for younger boys, and for this reason, in every respect, so far 
as their own conduct and diligence will justify, they will be 
treated as young gentlemen of elevated principles, and 
proper sense of their high obligations and responsibility a8 
College students. 


SESSION AND VACATION. 

There is but one term both for the College and Preparatory 
Department. It commences on the second Monday of Sep- 
tember, and ends on the fourth Thursday of June. The 
remainder of the year will be vacation. 
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There will be the éustomary recess at Christmas, from the 
24th December, to the 2d January; and from Friday before, 
to the Tuesday after Easter. Except days of Thanksgiving 
or Fasting appointed by public authority, there are no other 
holidays. 


TERMS, 
They are payable strictly in advance, 
Matriculation Fee, (paid once,) . ; $5 00 
Annual Fee in the Prwparatory Department, . $100 00 
Annual Fee in the Colluwe Department, . $125 00 


There are no extra charges of any kind. 

No student is received for less than the whole Term, or the 
part of it that may be unexpired, at the time of his matricu- 
lation, No deductions are made for absence, or for leaving 
before the close of the Term. 

It iv desirable that new students should join at the com- 
Mencement of thi yur. Those who join later pay from the 
time they enter pro rata.

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SCHOOL OF LETTERS. 


Tue Academic Department of the University of Maryland, 
was re-organised under the Faculty of Arts and Sciences, 
in October, 1854, and styled the ‘School of Letters of the 
University of Maryland.’ Its object is, to provide a place 
and facilities where youths may obtain an exact and thorough 
literary education. The course of study is as full and com- 
prehensive as that of any respectable Institution in the 
country. It embraces, in addition to the ordinary English 
studies for less advanced students, the Ancient and Modern 
Languages, History, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry, together with the other branches usually deemed 
requisite for a finished education. Especial attention is 
bestowed upon the Latin and Greek Classics and Mathe- 
matics, as the foundation of all sound learning. 


DIVISION OF THE SCHOOL. 


The School of Letters consists of two divisions, the Pre- 
paratory and the College Department, corresponding to the 
Grammar School and College of most Institutions for 


superior instruction. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 
Into this Department, are tei ed all students whose 
age or advancement requires elementary instruction in the 
Languages and Mathematics. It also admits those who are 
designed for commercial or other business pursuits,——those 
whose attention is particularly occupied with classical studies, 
and who are not sufficiently advanced for, or who do not 
intend to enter, the College Classes, and also those students 
who are preparing for finishing their education, according to 
the full and regular course of the Institution. 
In this Department there are several classes, arranged 
with regard to the age and progress of the students, or their 
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future studies. Special instruction is from time to time given 
in such branches, as the President may deem important for 
those who do not contemplate entering the College Classes. 
All such students, however, are required to study Mathe- 
matics, and at least one Ancient and one Modern Language. 
In the case of other students, the branches attended to will 
be regulated, as the President may deem most judicious for 
sound intellectual culture, All the students are required to 
attend the lessons of the Drawing and Writing masters, 
unless excused by the President, on the written request of 
the parent or guardian. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

Into this division of the School of Letters are received all 
students, whose progress in Greek, Latin, Mathematics, &c. 
is such as to justify their advancement, and who are assumed 
to be candidates for the degree of A.B. There are but three 
classes, viz: the Junior, Middle and Senior, corresponding 
respectively to the classes usually styled Sophomore, Junior 
and Senior. There is no Freshman Class: The studies 
usually assigned to that class will be pursued in the Pre- 
paratory Department, where experience has shown they may 
be attended to with greater advautage. Every student is 
required to pursue all the prescribed studies of the class, of 
which he is a member. Students, under vertain circum- 
stances, may be admitted to a partial College course, but 
they will not be entitled to receive the degree of A. B. at 
the completion of the course. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR ADMISSION. 


All students applying for admission into the School of 
Letters, and who have come from any other Institntion of 
learning regularly incorporated, must present a testimonial of 
honorable dismission from the President, or Head of such 
Institution. If circumstances render it impracticable to 
procure this testimonial, then satisfactory evidence must be 
furnished to the President, that the applicaut left such School 
or College in good standing. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Boys are received as students in this Department, without 
respect to age, who can read and write, and have made sume 
progress in the ordinary English branches, such as Geogra- 
phy, Elementary History, Arithmetic, &. These are the 
lowest qualifications. Any one can be received who is suffi- 
ciently advanced to commence, or continue a classical course. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

Into this Department will be admitted all students, who 
have passed through the course prescribed for the Prepara- 
tory Department, or who can stand a satisfactory examination 
in such studies and authors as may be required for admission 
into the College Classes. The applicant will be admitted 
into any class,—Junior, Middle or Senior, for which his 
examination may show him to be qualified, provided, how- 
ever, that for admission into the Senior Class, he must, in 
addition to the satisfactory examination, keep the whole 


Senior Term of one year. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The course in this division of the School of Letters, is not 
confined to any fixed number of years. The students are 
advanced as rapidly as is consistent with their sound improve- 
ment. Every student attends at least four recitations or 
classes daily, from forty-five minutes to one hour each. 

The following schedule will give an idea of the branches 


and authors studied :

France; U. States; and aleo some Compendium of General and 
Ancient History ; Memoriter Exercises; Prose Composition and 
Letter Writing, with especial reference to the orthography, 
punctuation, and grammatical construction of sentences. 
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Martnematics: Elementary and Practical Arithmetic; Higher Arith- 
metic; Mensuration; Elementary and Higher Algebra ; Geome- 
try; Land Surveying, &. 

Latin: Lessons; Grammar; Historia Sacra; Latin Reader; Phadrus 
Cornelius Nepos; Cesar; Ovid; Sallust; Virgil; Livy; &. &e. 
Memoriter Exercises; and Exercises in writing Latin Prose and 
Verses. 

Gnreex: Lessons; Grammar; Reader; Xenophon’s Anabasis; Herodo- 
tus; Selections from the Iliad of Homer; &c. &. Also, Mem- 
oriter Exercises; and Exercises in writing Greek Prose and 
Verses. 

French: Grammar; Verbs; Reader; Télémaque; La Fontaine’s Fables; 
Moliére, &c. &o. ; Memoriter Exercises ; and Exercises in writing 
French Prose. 

German: Grammar; Verbs; Reader; Schiller; Goethe, &c. &o. Memo- 
riter Exercises; Exercises in writing German Prose. 

Drawing: Lead Pencil, Crayon and Water Colors. 

Penmansnie: Plain and Ornamental. 

Cuemtstay: Elementary Principles Illustrated with Experiments. 

Narurzat Purtosopny: Elementary Principles Illustrated with Experi- 
ments 

The Spanish and Italian Languages will be taught as soon 
as the wants and condition of the School’ may make it expe- 
dient to introduce them. Particular and unvarying attention 
is bestowed upon the prosody of the Latin and Greek Lan- 
guages. The pronunciation of the vowels is that which pre- 
vails over Europe, and which is now adopted by many of the 
first Institutions of Learning in the United States. Constant 
reference is made to the grammar of the respective languages 
which are studied, and a recitation is had daily in the Latin 
and Greek Grammars during a Student’s entire connection 
with the Institution. 

Students who are designed for business, as stated above; 
will receive especial instruction, not set forth in the regular 
course, with reference to their future occupations. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

The full Course comprises three years. Each Claes attends 
at least four recitations or lectures daily. There are reviews of 
authors and studies previously attended to, from time to time.

It is to be understood, that alJ the authors named in the 
course, dre not necessarily read in the class room. Some 
may be required to be read privately for examination, at the 
close of the Term. Changes will be made from time to time, 
as may be deemed most judicious for the Students’ thorough 
acquaintance with Greek and Latin Literature. 

The Grammars used in the College Department are 
Zumpt’s Larger Latin and Kuhner's Larger Greek Gram- 
mar. The Greek Lexicon of Liddell and Scott, and the 
Latin Lexicons of Leverett and Andrews, are the ones pre- 
ferred. In Latin Prose Composition, Krebs’ Latin Guide and 
Arnold. In Greek Prose-Composition, Anthony and Arnold. 

At proper intervals in the College course, may be intro- 


duced instructions or lectures upon Belles-Lettres, Mine- 
ralogy and Geology, Natural History and such other’ topics 
as may be deemed most judicious. 

The Italian and Spanish Languages will also be taught, 
when their introduction may be considered expedient, though 
a knowledge of them will not be requisite for graduation. 


LECTURES AND RECITATIONS. 


Lectures will be delivered from time to time, by the Pro- 
fessors of Ancient Languages, Chemistry, Physics, &c. in 
their respective branches, attendance upon which is obliga- 
tory upon every Student who is directed to be present. 

Every recitation in every class of the School is valued by 
the Professor or Master, and recorded in a book. The maxi- 
mum for # perfect recitation is 10, and all recitations, exer- 
cises, &c. are estimated with reference to that number. A 
report of every Student’s standing in his various classes is 
handed to the President, at the end of every month. These 
reports are recorded in a book ; and every Student’s place and

standing in his class, and in competition for the school- 
prizes, are determined from them. Parents and guardians, 
who wish it, can, on application, receive a copy of their son’s 
or ward’s standing in his classses and deportment, and also 
examine the record of his demerits and impositions. 

Every student in the Preparatory Department is required 
to prepare at home, (or at school, out of school hours, when 
80 permitted,) such lessons a8 may be prescribed, No excuse 
for want of preparation will be admitted, except for indispo- 
sition or like imperative necessity, on the parent’s or guar- 
dian’s written request, and then only for such lessons, as in 
the President's judgment, could not, for want of time, be 


prepared in school hours. 


PENALTIES AND IMPOSITIONS 
PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the ordinary penalties imposed upon 
delinquent students, are the writing off of words or lines 
from some prescribed book,—-the committing to memory of 
@ certain number of lines from some author,—detention 
after school hours,—writing off and repeating the lesson 
missed ,—returning to the University on Saturday morning ,— 
public reprimands,—suspension from class, &c. These pen- 
alties are imposed for tardiness without proper excuse, (as 
explained hereafter,) want of preparation for class lessons, 
&c. failure to have exercises or compositions in time, violation 
of the rules of good order, decorum, &c. &e. For every 
violation of school laws, demerit marks are given according 
to a certain rule, well established by usage. These demerit 
marke, as stated elsewhere, affect a student in his com- 
petition for prizes. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the penalties for violation of the rules 
of the College, good order, &c. are demerit marks, admo- 
Nition, written exercises, reprimand, and suspension, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence. 
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In both Departments of the School, students will be liable 
to dismission or expulsion, for serious violations of good order 
or decorum, as well as for perseverance (after admonition,) 
in insubordinate conduct, or in negligence in preparing for, 
and attending to, their proper class exercises. 


HONORS AND PRIZES. 

In the Preparatory Department, a Gold Medal, called the 
‘*President’s Medal,’’ is conferred upon the student, whose 
standing in all his classes;—having respect also to his 
punctual attendance, his deportment and compliance with 
the regulations of the Institution, is above all the rest of his 
fellow-students. 

A Silver Medal is given in each Department of study, &c. 
to the student who is above all the rest of the students in that 
Department, e. g. for Deportment, Latin, Greek, French, 
&e. &. 

An appropriate prize, or certificate, is also given in every 
class in the Preparatory Department, to the student who 
stands highest in that class. 

A suitable testimonial is also conferred upon every student 
who has maintained a respectable standing in any class of 
which he is a member. 

Competition for the above prizes and honors, is affected by 
a student’s punctuality, deportment, &c. so that, other 
things being equal, the prize will be given to the student 
whose demerits are fewest. 

In the College Department, unless peculiar circumstances 
may render it inexpedient, a Gold Medal will be given in 
each class to the student, whose standing is highest, and 
who, in each of his studies, has attained the required stan- 
dard of merit. 


EXAMINATION AND DEGREES. 

An examination of the students of the Preparatory De- 
partment will be held, in the discretion of the President and 
Faculty, at the close of the term. The examination of the 
College classes will take place at the same time in the 
presence of the Provost and Regents of the University, the 
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Parents of the students, and such other persons as may be 
Invited by the President and Faculty. 

Certificates for proficiency in any particular branch or 
study, may be conferred in the discretion of the Faculty, 
Upon such students as have taken only a partial course, and 
Whose examination has been found satisfactory. 

The degree of A. B. will be conferred upon those students, 
of not less than one whole year’s standing, who have passed 
through the full regular course, and whose examination in 
the following branches has been found satisfactory, viz: the 
Greek, Latin, French and German Languages, Mathematics, 
Physice, Chemistry, Moral and Intellectual Philosophy. 
Every student must, at the time of receiving his degree, 
Publicly deliver an original address, essay or poem, accord- 
ing to usage, unless excused by the President and Faculty 
for satisfactory reasons. 

The degree of A. M. will be conferred upon bachelors of 
three years standing, who have been engaged in literary or 
scientific pursuits, or who are members of one of the learned 
Professions, on the condition of their presenting to the 

aculty before, or at the time of receiving the degree, an 
°riginal essay upon some subject chosen by themselves. 


CERTAIN REGULATIONS. 


The exercises of the school, from the 15th of October to the 
15th of March, commence at 9 A. M. precisely: for the re- 
Mainder of the Term, they commence at 8} 4. M. School 
Closes daily, (except Saturday,) at 24.p.M. There is a recess 
of half an hour at 114 4. ™. The school is not in session on 
Saturday, except for those students who have been specially 
delinquent in their studies or deportment. 

Students are required to be present at the hour of opening. 

Srents and guardians are earnestly requested to insist upon 
their sons’ punctual attendance, and not to furnish them 
With notes for tardiness. When, from unavoidable causes, & 
Student is necessarily detained, the note of excuse must state 
Precisely the duration of the detention, otherwise, the note 


Will be liable to be disregarded. 
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Notes of excuse from parents for their son’s failure to pr 
pare their recitations at home, will only be received for thos? 
lessons which the student could not find time to prepare i? 
school. 

Every student who absents himself from school, must, 0? 
his return, produce a written note signed by his parent °F 
guardian, stating the cause and duration of his absence 
Those who do not bring such a note, will be considered 98 
having absented themselves without the permission of theif 
parents or guardians, and be noticed accordingly. 

All excuses for absence, tardiness, &c. must be signed by 
the Student's parent or guardian : notes not thus signed, will 
be disregarded. 

Tardiness and absence from school exercises, as well 02 
Saturdays (when the student is required to return,) a8 9? 
other days, not only affect a student’s place in his classe, 
but also, very seriously, his standing in competing for th? 
honors of the school. 


In the College Department, every student is required to bé 
present punctually at the hour of lecture or recitatiod: 
Students not present in time, are liable to be fined and not 
admitted until the lecture or recitation is over. No student 
shall be absent from recitation or lecture, except at thé 
instance of his parent or guardian, with the President’s per 
mission. Students in this Department are assumed to be 
beyond the necessities of penalties and impositions suitable 
for younger boys, and for this reason, in every respect, 80 far 
as their own conduct and diligence will justify, they will bé 
treated as young gentlemen of elevated principles, and ® 
proper sense of their obligations and responsibility as Cole 
lege students. 


SESSION AND VACATION. 


There is but one term both for the College and Preparatory 
Department. It commences on the second Monday of SeP” 
tember, and ends on the fourth Thursday of June. Th? 
remainder of the year will be vacation. 
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There will be the customary recess at Christmas, from the 
24th December, to the 2d January ; and from Friday before, 
to the Wednesday after Easter. Except days of Thanksgiv- 
ing, or Fasting, appointed by public authority, there are n0 
other holidays. 


TERMS: 
They are payable strictly in advance. 
Matriculation Fee, (paid once,) . : ' ; $5 00 
Annual Fee in the Preparatory Department, . $100 00 
Annual Fee in the College Department, . ~. $125 00 


There are no extra charges of any kind. 

No student is received for less than the whole Term, or the 
part of it that may be unexpired, at the time of his matricu- 
lation. No deductions are made for absence, or for leaving 
before the close of the Term. 

It is desirable that new students should join at the com- 
Mencement of the year. Those who join later pay from the 
time they enter pro rata.

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SCHOOL OF LETTERS. 


Tux Academic Department of the University of Maryland, 
was re-organized under the Faculty of Arts and Sciences, 
in October, 1864, and styled the ‘‘School of Letters of the 
University of Maryland.’’ Its object is, to provide a place 
and facilities where youths may obtain an exact and thorough 
literary education. The course of study is as full and com- 
prehensive as that of any respectable Institution in the 
country. It embraces, in addition to the ordinary English 
studies for less advanced students, the Ancient and Modern 
Languages, History, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry, together with the other branches usually deemed 
requisite for a finished education. Especial attention is 
bestowed upon the Latin and Greek Classics and Mathe- 
matics, as the foundation of all sound learning. 


DIVISION OF THE SCHOOL. 


The School of Letters consists of two divisions, the Pre- 
paratory and the College Department, corresponding to the 
Grammar Sehool and College of most Institutions for 
superior instruction. ‘ 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Into this Department are received all students, whose 
age or advancement requires elementary instruction in the 
Languages and Mathematics. It also admits those who are 
designed for commercial or other business pursuite,—those 
whose attention is particularly occupied with classical studies, 
and who are not sufficiently advanced for, or who do not 
intend to enter, the College Classes, and also those students 
who are preparing for finishing their education, according to 
the full and regular course of the Institution. 

In this Department there are several classes, arranged 
with regard to the age and progress of the students, or their 
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future studies. Special instruction is from time to time iver 
in such branches, as the President may deem important for 
those who do not contemplate entering the College Clagges.

PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Boys are received as students in this Department, without 
respect to. age, who can read and write, and have made some 
progress in the ordinary English branches, such as Geagra- 
phy, Elementary History, Arithmetio, &e. These are the 
lowest qualifications. Any one can be received who is suffi- 
ciently advanced to commence, or continue a classical course. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT, 


Into this Department will be admitted all students, who 
have passed through thé course presttibed for the Prepara- 
tory Department, or who can stand a satisfactory cxamination 
in such studies and authors as may be required for admission 
into the College Olasees. The applicant will be admitted 
into any class,—Junier, Middle or Senior, for which his 
oxamination may show him to be qttalified, provided, how- 
evor, that for admission into the Senior Class, he must, in 
widitton to the satisfaetery éxamination, keop the whole 
Senior Term of one yen. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The course in this division of the Sehool of Letters is not 
confined to any fixed number of years. The students are 
advanced as rapidly as is consistent with their sound improve- 
ment. Every student aftends at least four recitations or 
classes daily, from forty-five minutes to one hour each. 

The following schedule will give an idea of the branches 
and authors studied :

The Spanish and Italian Vanyunpow will be titicht as soon 
as the wants and condition of the School may make it expe 
dient to introducethem. Particular and unvaryiriy attention 
is bestowed upon the prosody of the Latin and Greek Lan- 
guages. The pronunciation of the vowels is that which pre- 
vails over Europe, and which is now adopted by many of the 
first Institutions of Learning in the United States. Constant 
reference is made to the grammar of the respective languages 
which are studied, and a recitation is had daily in the Latin 
aud Greek Grammars during a Student’s entire connection 
with the Institution. 

Students who are designed for busitiess, as stated above, 
will receive especial instraction, not set forth in the regular 
course, with reference to their future occupations. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


The full course comprises three years. Each Class attends 
at least four recitations or lectures daily. There are reviows of 
authors and studiet priviously attended to, from time to time.

It is to be understood, that aii the authors namad in the 
course, are not mecessarily read in the class room. Some 
may be required to be read privately for examination, at the 
close of the Term. Changes will be made from time to time, 
as may be deemed most judicious for the Students’ thorough 
acquaintance with Greek and Latin Literature. 

The Grammars used in the Colfegs Department are 
Zompt’s Larger Latin and Kutmers Larger Greek Gram- 
mar. The Gresk Lexicon ef Liddell and Scott, and the 
Latin Lexicons of Leverett and Amdrews, are the ones pre- 
ferred. In Latin Prose Composition, Krebs’ Latin Guide and 
Arnold. In Greek Prosa Composition, Anthon and Arnold. 

At proper intervals in the College course, may be intro 
duced instructions or lectures upon Belles-Lettres, Mineral~ 
ogy and Geology, Natura) History and suohother topies as 
may bo deemed moat judicious. 


LECTURES AND RECITATIONS. 


Lectures will be delivered from time to time. by the Ire 
fessors of Anvient Languages. Chemistry, Physies, &e. in 
their respective btanehes, attendanee wpon which is oblisa- 
tory upon every Student who is directed to be present. 

Every recitation in every class of the School is valued by 
the Professor or Master, and recorded in a book. The maxi- 
mum for a perfect recitation is 10, and al} recitations, exer- 
cises, &c. are estimated with reference to that number. A 
report of every Student’s standing in his various classes is 
handed to the President, at the end of every month. These 
reports are recorded in a book; and every Student's place and 
standing in his class, and in competition for the school- 
prizes, are determined from them. Parents and guardians, 
who wish it, can, on application, receive a copy of their son’s 
or ward’s standing in his classes and deportment, and also 
examine the record of his demerits and impositions. 
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ivery atudent in the Proparatery Department ie required 
to prepare at home, (or at sckool, owt of school hours, when 
so permitted,) such lessons as may be preserihed. No excuse 
for want of preparation will be admitted, exvept for indisy- 
sition or like imperative necessity, on the parent’s or guar- 
dian’s written request, and then only fur such lessons, as in 
the Presilwnt’s judgment, could net, for want of time, be 
(repered in school hours. 


PENALTIES AND IMPOSITIONS. 
PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the otdinary penalties impoxed upon 
delinquent students, are the writing off of words or lines 
from some prescribed book,—the committing te memory of 
a cortain number of lines from some author,—detention 
after school hours,—writing off and repeating the lesson 
missed,—returaing to the University on Saturday morning -— 
public reprimands,—saspension from tlags, d&c. These pen- 
alties are isuposed fot tardiness without proper excuse, (as 
explained hereafter,) want of preperation for class lossons, 
&c. failure to have exercises or compositions in time, violation 
of the rules of 2d orler, deéotum, &c. &c. For every 
violation of school laws, demerit marke are given according 
to a oortuin rule, well extablished by usage, These demerit 
movke, ae tated eleewhere, afbet a student in his com- 
petition for priv 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


In this Department, the penalties for violation of the rules 
of the Coltege, good order, &c. are demerit marks, admo- 
nition, written exercises, reprimand, and suspension, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence. 

In both Departments of the School, students will be liable 
to dismission or expulsion, for serious violations of good 
order or decorum, as well as for perseverance (after admoni- 
tion,) in insurbordinate conduct, or in negligence in prepar- 
ing for, and attending to, their proper class oxoyiisur. 
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HONORS AND PRIZES. 


In the Preparatory Department, a Gold Medal, called, the 
‘* President’s Medal,’’ is conferred upon the studeat, whase 
standing in all his classes;—having respect also to his 
punctual attendance, his deportmant and comphiancg with 
the regulations of the Lustitution, is above all the zest of lis 
fellow-students, 

A Silver Medal is given in each Department of study, &e. 
to the student who is above all the rest of the students 
in that Department, e. g. far Deportment, Latin, Greek, 
French, &c. &e. 

An appropriate prize, or certificate, is alao given in every 
class in the Preparatory Depantment, te the student who 
stands highest in that class, 

A suitable testimonial is alao conferred upon every student 
who has maintained a respectable standing in any class of 
which he is a member. 

Competition for the above prizes and honors, is affected. by 
a student's punctuality, deportment, &c. so that, other 
things being equal, the prize will be given to the student 
whose demerits are fewest. 

In the College Departmenf, unless peculiar circumstances 
may render it inexpedient, a Gold Medal will be given in 
each class to the studuent, whose standing is highest, and 
who, in each of his studies, has attained the required stan- 
dard of merit, 


EXAMINATION AND DEGREES. 

An examination of the students of the Preparatory De- 
partment will be held, in the discretion of the President and 
Faculty, at the close of the term. The examination of the 
College classes will take place at the same time in the 
presence of the Provost and Regents of the University, the 
parents of the studetrts, and such other persons as may be 
invited by the President and Faculty. 

Certificates for proficiency in any particular branch or 
study, may be conferred in the discretion of the Faculty, 
upon such students as have taken only a partial course, and 
whose examination has been found satiafactury. 
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Tho degree of A, B, will be conferred upon those students, 
of not less than one whole year’s standing, who have passed 
throvgh the full regular course, and whose examination in 
the following branches has been found satisfactory, viz: the 
Greek, Latin, French and German Languages, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Moral and Intellectual Philosophy. 
Every student must, at the time of receiving his degree, 
publicly deliver an original address, essay or poem, accord- 
ing to usage, unless excused by the President and Faculty 
for satisfattory reasons. 

The decree of A. M. will be conferred upon bachelors of 
three years standing, who have been engaged in literary or 
scientific pursuits or who are members of one of the learned 
jrofewions, on the condition uf their presenting to the 
Faculty before, or at the time of receiving the dowree, an 
original essay upon Bome sabject chosen by themselves. 


CERTAIN REGULATIONS. 


The exercises of the school from the 15th of October to the 
15th of March, commence at 9 4, M. precisely ; for the re- 
mainder of the Term, they commence at 84 4. M. School 
closes daily, (except Saturday,) at 24 P. M. There is a recess 
of half an hopr at 114.4. w. The School is not in session on 
Saturday, except for those students who have been specially 
delinquent in their studies or deporfment. 

Btudents are required to be present at the hour of opening. 
Parents and guardians are earnestly requested to insist upon 
their sons’ punctual atgemdanée, and not to furnish them 
with notes for tardiness. When, from unayoidable causes, a 
student is necessarily detained, the note of cxcuse must state 
pregisely the duration of the detention, otlwrwise. the nate 
will be liable to be idisregarded. 

Notes of excuse from parents for their son’s failure to pre- 
pare their recitations at home, will only be received for those 
lessons which the student could not find time to prepare in 
school, 

Every gtndent who absents himself from school, must, on 
his return, produce a written note signed, by his parent or 
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guardian, stating the cause and dmration of his absence. 
Those who do not bring such a note, will be considered as 
having absented themselves without the permission of their 
parents or guardians, and be noticed accordingly. 

All excuses for absence, tardiness, &c. must be signed by 
the Student’s parent or guardian: notes not thus signed, will 
be disregarded. 

Tardiness and absence from school exercises, as well on 
Saturdays (when the student is required to return,) as on 
other days, not only affect a student’s place in his classes, 
but algo, very seriougly, his standing in competing for the 
honors of the school. 


In tho College Department, every student is required to be 
present punctaally at the hour af lecture or recitation. 
Students not present in time, are liable to be fined end not 
admitted until the lecture or recitation is over. No student 
shall be absent from recitation or lecture, except at tho 
instance of his parent or guardian, with the President’s per- 
mission. Students in this Department are assumed to be 
beyond the necessities of penalties and impositions suitable 
for younger boys, and for this reason, in every respect, so far 
as their own conduct and diligence will justify, they will be 
treated as young gentlemen of elevated principles, and a 
proper sense of their obligations and responsibility as Col- 
lege students. 


SESSION AND VACATION. 


There is but one term both for the College and Preparatory 
Department. It commences on the second Monday of Sep- 
tember, and ends on the Tuesday before the fourth Thursday 
of June. The remainder of the year will be vacation. 

There will be the customary recess at Christmas, from the 
24th December, to the 2d January ; and from Friday before, 
to the Wednesday after Easter. Except days of thanksgiv- 
ing, or Fasting, appointed by public authority, there arc no 
other holidays. 
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TERMS: 
They are payable stri¢tly in advance. 
Matriculation Fee, (paid onte,) $5 00 
Annual Fee in the Preparatory Department, $100 00 
Annual Fee in the College Department. $125 00 


There are no extra charges of any kind. 

No student is received for less than the whole Term, or the 
part of it that may be wnexpired, at the timo of his matricu- 
lation. No deductions are made for absence, or for leaving 
before the close of the Term. 

It is desirable that new students should join at the com- 
mencement of the year. Those who joi later pay for the 
time they enter pro rata.
